Chicago, March 29.—Rosa Blazek to­ 
day willed to die with her Siamese 
twin sister, Josefa. 
She 
discouraged 
physicians 
who 
suggested an operation to separate her 
from the dying Josefa. 
Rosa would not even allow an X-ray 
examination to be made to determ ine 
w hether an operation could be suc­ 
cessfu lly performed. 
“I would not continue with Josefa 
if it were possible,” said Rosa. 
“ If 
death comes to her, I too m ust go.” 
It became known, at the west end 
hospital however, that Rosa had made 
ample provision for the care and edu­ 
cation of Frantz. 
Physicians attributed R osa’s lapses 
into semi-coma as evidence of her de­ 
sire to pass with Josefa. 
They point­ 
ed out that her physical condition was 
apparently good in contrast with Jo­ 
sefa. victim of jaudice. 
The twins, according to Dr. B reak­ 
stone, who talked to them at length 
w hen they entered the hospital, never 
afforded medical science the opportun­ 
ity to investigate the possibility of 
separation. 
“They never cared to know w hether 
they could have gone through live as 
separate beings,” said the doctor.

Big Reserves on Hand 
W ashington, March 29—The nation 
faces the nation wide coal tie up to go 
into effect at midnight Friday with 
cool reserve, and with a supply on 
hand equal to that at the tim e of the 
signing of the armistice, official gov­ 
ernm ent figures today showed. 
These figures explain why the fed­

France Against Treaty 


W ashington, March 29

Borah said be was thankful for 
the degree of naval arm am ent ai hlev 
ed and did not doubt it represented 
the best in the recent arm s conference, 
hut the world must not accept it as a 
completed program , he warned. 


Washington, March 29. 
The senate 
may give unanim ous approval today to 
the five-power treaty limiting naval 
Armament, Republican leaders said as 
the senate m et to begin the final three 
hour debate on the pact. 
With a vote 
set for three o’clock, no senator has 
yet announced his determination to 
vote against it. 
The United States will be the first 
nation to ratify the treaty, which, af­ 
ter the others nations have approved, 
will start to inaugurate a word-wide 
scrapping of war ships.

A n organization of ten states, with headquarters in Minne­ 
apolis, has been formed for the purpose of carrying on a cam­ 
paign to eradicate the barberry bush, which is said to be respon­ 
sible for the destruction of entire w heat crops. 
The intention is 
to carry on an educational and publicity campaign, in addition to 
urging uniform legislation barring the planting and cultivation of 
the barberry bush. 
Agriculture commissioners and members of 
farm bureaus of the ten states are officially represented in the 
movement. 
It is said the barberry is necessary to the life of the black 
rust spore, based on scientists' reports. 
Rust has worked havoc 
with our wheat crops, and if not checked will threaten the en- 
Ytire wheat-growing section in the Central and Northwest states. 
A campaign will at once be inaugurated for increased Federal 
appropriations to fight the evil. 
An effort will be made to secure 
an appropriation of $500,000 annually for three years in place 
of the present appropriation of $147,200 a year. 
It is expected that the educational campaign will prove an 
im portant factor also. 
The barberry bush is a source of rust in­ 
fection which extends its menace for hundreds of miles. 
Indeed, 
it is declared by competent authority that the wind can carry the 
spores of red rust at a rate of 200 miles a day.

A t m idnight Friday night of this week all union coal miners 
will suspend work, and both bituminous and anthracite workers 
will walk out simultaneously. 
About 000,000 men will be directly 
affected by the strike order of officers of the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America. 
Tjie operators declare that the only way to get coal prices 
down to a reasonable level is by reduction of wages. 
The miners 
as firmly insist that the economies which they realize must be 
made in the business can be effected without reference to wage 
scales. 
And there is the deadlock with no apparent prospect of 
a satisfactory settlement. 
The public, which will be the principal sufferer, nautrally 
doesn't want high prices for coal paid by the consumer. 
It feels 
that, in some way or other, prices of coal should be reduced in­ 
stead of increased. 
And we might also say that this is, in fact, 
its chief interest in the controversy between the operators and 
the miners. 
At the same time, everyone earnestly hopes that the 
strike may be settled without affecting the business interests of 
the country. 


THE EMPLOYMENT NUTATION 


R e p o r t s from widely separated states, from Michigan to 
Texas and from New York to Kansas, show an improvement in 
the employment situation, according to Col. A rthur Woods, chair­ 
man of the Emergency Committee of the President’s Conference 
on Unemployment. 
Referring to the unprecedented amount of -winter outdoor 
work and the added improvement to be expected with the approach 
of spring. Col. Woods said: “There seems to be a slight falling off 
in the number of applicants for work at the employment bureau, 
coupled with a corresponding increase in the number for whom 
work is found by these same bureaus.” 
Unemployment in Canada is also reported as decreasing. 


PRESIDENT HAP IM NIPS ECONOMY 


A n e x a m p l e in economy has been set by President I larding 
in cutting White House expenses. 
The President, it is said, has 
given personal orders to employes that waste and extravagance 
must be stopped. 
The expenditures for the executive establish- 
milt in February were $15,010, a saving in that month alone of 
$5,000. 
The average expense of running the White House and execu­ 
tive offices has ranged from $20,000 to $25,000 a month, for 
many years. When the President came into office he at once began 
trim m ing expenditures. 
The result is shown in a statement re­ 
cently issued by the Treasury Department, revealing the substan­ 
tial reduction.
